We are in the midst of a parliamentary contest 
on which the eyes of the nation are fixed, and 
every movement excites throughout the country 
emotions of satisfaction or anger. The blood of 
the people is np, and they are mustering under 
then- leaders for another great struggle with class 
ascendency and aristocratic privilege. I have a 
great liking for parliamentary debate, and go 
nightly to the House of Commons to watch the 
battle. Perhaps a few notes respecting the scenes 
of the last two evenings will not be uninteresting 
to American readers. 

On Tuesday Mr. Gladstone recommenced the de¬ 
bate in a speech which was full of energy. He now 
openly says that he intentionally controlled him¬ 
self when introducing the Reform bill and made 
• dullness a study in order that he might conciliate 
the conservatives and procure for a measure, which 
he sincerely believes to be necessary to our perma¬ 
nent well being, as much support, without regard 
to party, as it is possible to obtain. But his over¬ 
tures were rejected, Ms moderation misunderstood, 
and his position weakened. Accordingly he has 
thrown down the flag of truce and declared for 
war. Portions of his speech on Thursday recalled 
the most impassioned of our details of political 
strife, when the formalities, even the courtesies of 
current speech are dropped, and every veapon used 
that promises to be effective. I will give you a 
passage wMch Will show how desperate the antagon¬ 
ism has become. „ .

When 
Mr. Gladstone speaks Lord Cranbourne pushes 
himself forward on Ms seat; laughs conspicuously 
when there is any passage at which laughter jars 
and annoys, and by numerous ways in which his 
bulk and Ms features assist him, testifies his desire 
to aggravate and wound. Mr. Gladstone’s mode of 
attack in this instance can only be repelled by sim¬ 
ilar wit and skilfulness of phrase, and these Lord 
Cranbourne does not possess. The satire of toe 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, whether justifiable 
or not, is the kind of satire with wMeh mere force 
of expression cannot contend. It is with this sub¬

HOW CARL SOHUBZ RESCUED HIM FROM AN A 
PRISON. 

The illustrious German poet, philosopher and 
patriot, Gotfried K i n k el, has come to Paris for the 
purpose of delivering before his numerous country¬ 
men, residing in the French capital, a series of 
artistic letters on the Galleries of Louvre. I remem¬ 
ber very well the excitement created last May 
among toe usually phlegmatic sons of Teutonia, by I 
a visit of Kinkel during the German gymnastic fes¬ 
tival, when he delivered before them an impromtu 
address, which was greatly praised at the time by 
the French liberal press. In the literature of Ger¬ 
many, Kinkel occupies a high position as a poet 
and a historian. When the Revolution of 1848 
broke ont, he was a Professor at the University of 
Bonn, and his strong democratic opinions induced 
him to take a prominent part in the struggle. He 
fought, was made prisoner by the royal authorities, 
wastried and sentenced to many years’ imprison¬ 
ment at hard labor. 

Among Kinkel’s companions at this time was a 
young student, not yet twenty years of age, named 
Carl Sehurz, who was also captured, tried by court- 
martial, and sentenced to he shot. Sehurz, how- 
I ever, more fortunate than Ms Professor, succeeded 
in escaping across the French frontier, and was 
safe. Kinkel was sent to a common prison, placed 
among criminals of the vilest sort, and set to work 
making shoes. Young Germany, still trembling 
with the excitements of the recent Revolution, 
learned with indignation the treatment inflicted 
upon toe eminent poet and scholar, and numerous 
petitions were sent to the Prussian government, 
praying that Ms situation might be ameliorated. 
To all this the authorities paid no attention what¬ 
ever ; the protestations ceased, and Kinkel seemed 
likely to be abandoned by his friends. There was 
one, however, who did not desert him. Oarl 
Sehurz left Paris, disguised himself in rags, and, 
defying the scaffold, re-entered Prussia, with ai 
in his back. In the day-time, he begged hh 
m the Mgh road; at night he laid aside hi; 
organ, and visited the abodes of his former com¬ 
panions and the friends of German liberty, to en¬ 
deavor to reawaken their interest in toe fate of the 
imprisoned patriot.. In this way he travelled three 
hundred leagues on foot, playing the organ torougli 
many towns and villages, carefully maturing his 
plnns, and sleeping in bams or under hedges. On 
one occasion he was stopped by two Prussian 
gendarmes, who inquired where he was going. 

“ To the neighboring town,” replied Sehurz. 
Would you like to earn a handful of pfenn¬ 
ings ? ” asked the others. 

Very wefi; come with us to our barracks. We 
intend to give a dance this evening, and toe airs of 
your organ will suit our purposes exactly.” 

It was impossible to decline toe offer of the sol¬ 
diers without exciting suspicions ; so Sehurz ac¬ 
cepted with a great, show of gratitude, and during 
the whole night ground out waltzes and quadrilles 
for a battalion of gendarmes. Leaving, undiscov¬ 
ered, the dangerous society of the military police, 
young Sehurz continued his journey, and, a short 
time subsequently, information reached him that 
Kinkel’s prison liad been changed. He was now 
incarcerated in Spandau, and placed under toe 
personal supervision of toe prison director. 

Late one night, when toe streets had become 
deserted, a post chaise, escorted hy a guard of four 
dragoons, drove rapidly through toe town of Span¬ 
dau, and halted before the prison.

’ " the lid, I discovered quite a large collection of 

manuscripts, of very great interest to me of course, 
but to wMeh I had no right, nor was I the proper 
person with whom to leave them. To have argued, 
would have been useless. Expostulation with Lan¬ 
dor when in toe wMte heat of a new idea was Quix¬ 
otic, so I expressed my very grateful thanks, and 
determined to watch for a favorable opportunity to 
return the gift. I had not long' to wait, as it was 
not moro Gin n a month after that Landor bore them 
off, with the intention of making certain selections 
for immediate publication in England and return¬ 
ing the remainder. Time had not dealt gently 
with Landor’s memory of things nearest, therefore 
I knew that the old Florentine box would wait in 
vain for its jewels. I was right; they never came. 
The box since then has braved sMpwreck, and now 
stands beneath a modem writing-table, dark and 
proud of its antiquity, telling perpetually of former 
noble associations. I felt relieved that it so hap¬ 
pened the manuscripts were not again left with me. 
yet I should have been’a saint had I not occasion¬ 
ally experienced a secret regret at not having been 
forced to retain them in spite of entreaty and pro- 

' ^ To^express a likin g for any of Landor’s pictures 
^■provided you were a friend—was almost suffi¬ 
cient to cause them to be taken down and presented 
to you; hence to praise anything in his presence 
was exceedingly unsafe. I remember looking over 
a large album once belonging to Barker, the Eng¬ 
lish artist, wMeh Landor had purchased to relieve 
him of certain debts, and particularly admiring 
four original sketches by Turner—two in oil-and 
two in india-ink—that had been given by this artist 
to his brother-painter. No sooner had I spoken 
than Landor went in search of the scissors, and, 
had I not earnestly protested, would have cut out 
the Turners and given them to me. Such being 
Landor’s disposition, one can well imagine how 
easily he could be imposed upon by designing peo¬ 
ple. There is an instance of this kindly feeling so 
prominent and so honorable both to himself and 
toe object of it, that it is but right the public 
should read toe contents of two letters belonging 
to and greatly treasured by me. They were put 
into my hands nearly four years ago by Landor to 
do with as I pleased after his death.

To Walter Savage Landor. 

Opposite the nervous yet legible scrawl of the I 
noble and maligned Magyar, Landor traced the 
following answer: 


Bnt noboby understands them. The house¬ 
keepers fancy that it is a divine and prophetic in¬ 
tuition of Moving Day, and a house in the next I

Brown-stone fronts are palatial. A trifle monot¬ 
onous and funereal, perhaps, when they stretch 
out in unbroken miles, without a variation in ar¬ 
chitecture, but still palatial. And yet toe thank¬ 
less heart of the weary seeker yearns for a sunny 
south room, clean and airy, for the children’s nur¬ 
sery ; longs for a pleasant chamber for papa’s 
study ; faints for a range where a loaf of bread 
might be properly baked, and pines for such sup¬ 
plies of Croton appliances as shall insure cleanli¬ 
ness for house and household. And for them we 
would gladly change the frowning front, with its 
glittering windows, to the most plebian brick, and 
glass wMeh measures only feet, not yards. 

It is the reproach of the great city that she of¬ 
fers no hospitality to her best citizens—the people 
of moderate means. Unless one has toe good for¬ 
tune to he a millionaire or a pauper, the narrow 
island has no place for him. He must pay for his 
foothold in thousands, or Mde from sight behind 
single dollars.
